Education: 


Our RESIDENT speaker 
Ross Irwin gave an 
interesting talk about the 
government’s effort to 
displace the foreign coinage 
(British, American and 
Spanish mostly) and bank 
tokens that were circulating 
throughout Ontario and 
Quebec with Province of 
Canada issued small change 
in 1858 and 1859. 


Ross indicated that until the 
mid 1870’s the foreign 
coinage freely circulated due 
toa scarcity of government 
issued coinage.

The “Heroes of Desert 
Storm” is a 1991 film that told the story of Operation Desert 
Shield and Operation Desert Storm from the point of view of 
several participants. 


Operation Desert Shield (from Wikipedia for Educational Purposes) 


A 2006 operation by the Iraqi insurgency, Operation Desert Shield was planned in December 2005 as a push 
against American troops in the Iraq War hoping to destabilize their position in the Anbar province over the 
following six months. 


The planning of the operation wasn't discovered by Americans until documents captured after the death of 
Faris Abu Azzam were finally translated, and revealed the details of the operation. The army said the 
documents surprised them, showing that the insurgents had a "pretty robust command and control system". 


One of the main concerns to the West was the significant threat Iraq posed to Saudi Arabia. Following the conquest of Kuwait, the 
Iraqi army was within easy striking distance of Saudi oil fields. Control of these fields, along 
with Kuwaiti and Iraqi reserves, would have given Hussein control over the majority of the 
world's oil reserves. Iraq also had a number of grievances with Saudi Arabia. The Saudis had 

__| lent Iraq some 26 billion dollars during its war with Iran. The Saudis backed Iraq, as they 
feared the influence of Shia Iran's Islamic revolution on its own Shia minority. After the war, 
Saddam felt he should not have to repay the loans due to the help he had given the Saudis by 
fighting Iran. 


Soon after his conquest of Kuwait, Saddam began verbally attacking the Saudi kingdom. He 
argued that the U.S.-supported Saudi state was an illegitimate and unworthy guardian of the 
holy cities of Mecca and Medina. He combined the language of the Islamist groups that had 


F-I5Es parked during Operation Desert | recently fought in Afghanistan with the rhetoric Iran had long used to attack the Saudis. 
Shield. Acting on the policy of the Carter Doctrine, and out of fear the Iraqi army could launch an 
invasion of Saudi Arabia, U.S. President George H. W. Bush quickly announced that the U.S. 
would launch a "wholly defensive" mission to prevent Iraq from invading Saudi Arabia under the codename Operation Desert 
Shield. Operation Desert Shield began on 7 August 1990 when U.S. troops were sent to Saudi Arabia due also to the request of its 
monarch, King Fahd, who had earlier called for U.S. military assistance. This "wholly defensive" doctrine was quickly abandoned 
when, on 8 August, Iraq declared Kuwait to be the 19th province of Iraq and Saddam Hussein named his cousin, Ali Hassan Al- 


Majid as its military-governor. 


The United States Navy dispatched two naval battle groups built around the aircraft carrers USS 

Dwight D. Eisenhower (pictured to the right) and USS Independence to the Gulf, where they were 

ready by 8 August. The U.S. also sent the battleships USS Missouri and USS Wisconsin to the region. A 

total of 48 U.S. Air Force F-15s from the 1st Fighter Wing at Langley Air Force Base, Virginia, landed in 

Saudi Arabia, and immediately commenced round the clock air patrols of the Saudi—Kuwait—Iraq 

border areas to discourage further Iraqi military advances. They were joined by 36 F-15 A-Ds from the 

36th TFW at Bitburg, Germany. The Bitburg contingent was based at Al Kharj Air Base, approximately 1 

hour southeast of Riyadh. The 36th TFW would be responsible for 11 confirmed Iraqi Air Force aircraft 

shot down during the war. There were also two Air National Guard units stationed at Al Kharj Air Base, 

the South Carolina Air National Guard (169th Fighter Wing) flew bombing missions with 24 F-16's flying 2,000 combat missions 
and dropping 4 million pounds of munitions, and the New York Air National Guard 174th Fighter Wing from Syracuse flew 24 F- 
16's on bombing missions. Military buildup continued from there, eventually reaching 543,000 troops, twice the number used in 
the 2003 invasion of Iraq. Much of the material was airlifted or carried to the staging areas via fast sealift ships, allowing a quick 
buildup. 


Operation Desert Storm (from Wikipedia for Educational Purposes) 


The Persian Gulf War (2 August 1990 — 28 February 1991), code-named Operation Desert Storm (17 January 1991 — 28 February 
1991) commonly referred to as simply the Gulf War, was a war waged by a UN-authorized coalition force from 34 nations led by the 
United States, against Iraq in response to Iraq's invasion and annexation of Kuwait. 
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The war is also known under other names, such as the First Gulf War, Gulf War I, or the 
Iraq War, before the term "Iraq War" became identified instead with the 2003 Iraq War 
(also referred to in the U.S. as "Operation Iraqi Freedom"). 


The invasion of Kuwait by Iraqi troops that began 2 August 1990 was met with 
international condemnation, and brought immediate economic sanctions against Iraq by 
members of the UN Security Council. U.S. President George H. W. Bush deployed 
American forces into Saudi Arabia, and urged other countries to send their own forces to 
the scene. An array of nations joined the coalition. The great majority of the military 
forces in the coalition were from the United States, with Saudi Arabia, the United 
Kingdom and Egypt as leading contributors, in that order. Around US$36 billion of the 
US$60 billion cost was paid by Saudi Arabia. 


The war was marked by the beginning of live news on the front lines of the fight, with the 
primacy of the U.S. network CNN. The war has also earned the nickname Video Game 
War after the daily broadcast images on board the American bombers during Operation 
Desert Storm. 


The initial conflict to expel Iraqi troops from Kuwait began with an aerial bombardment 

on 17 January 1991. This was followed by a ground assault on 23 February. This was a 

decisive victory for the coalition forces, who liberated Kuwait and advanced into Iraqi 

territory. The coalition ceased their advance, and declared a cease-fire 100 hours after the | 

ground campaign started. Aerial and ground combat was confined to Iraq, Kuwait, and Regiment in Operation Granby; Camera view froma 
areas on the border of Saudi Arabia. However, Iraq launched Scud missiles against Poincar Vehate’ Highway of Death; M728 Combat 
coalition military targets in Saudi Arabia and against Israel.

Five veteran crewmen 
used their four days in outer space to deploy a TDRS 
communications satellite, then completed eleven major 
packages of scientific experiments. More importantly, 
they affirmed America’s rightful pride in its legacy of space 
achievement, and restored world confidence in the U.S. n’s Steven F 
space program.

Five astronauts, all veterans of the U.S. shuttle program, were chosen to crew the historic 1988 
flight of the Space Shuttle Discovery. Mission Commander Frederick “Rick” Hauck, age 47, 
first flew in space in 1983 as pilot of the seventh shuttle flight (Challenger), and in 1984 
commanded the highly successful Discovery mission which recovered two failed satellites. 
Pilot Richard Covey, age 42, piloted his first shuttle flight (Discovery) in 1985. Mission 
Specialists David C. Hilmers (Atlantis 1985), George 

“Pinky” Nelson (Challenger 1984, Columbia 1986) and 

John M. Lounge (Discovery 1985) were also

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Militia Button Money

Did you know that in Canada in the late 18th and early 19th centuries a flattened metal button was accepted as a form of 
currency? 


Before the coinage of the Dominion of Canada was first issued in 1858 various items formed a base for our commercial transactions. 
Many foreign coins and tokens circulated as well as playing card money, scrip and promissory notes of one kind or another. 
Included in this group were flattened militia buttons. An early settler in Wellington County in 1843, Robert Mitchell, once described 
Canada’s circulating currency as such; 


“When I first came to the country the silver specie was mostly American money. There was very little copper, and a good sized 
button passed for a copper, and a penny sterling passed for no more. I remember an old copper tea kettle among my luggage, 
which was got hold of by one Campbell, a blacksmith, then residing in the Village of Elora, who, with another man, went to work 
and cut it all up into coppers. They went to a tavern, then kept by one Webb, and drank the whole in one evening.” 


One such military button known and desired by numismatists is the Montreal British Militia which was formed in Montreal for the 
War of 1812.

In the past it was easy to accept an item like a metal button which had an intrinsic value of the metal content such as brass, copper, 
silver or gold. 


Our early coinage was representative of exactly that. A cent represented 1 cents worth of copper and a 25 cent piece represented 25 
cents worth of silver etc. 


Today it is difficult to translate a 25 cent piece made of cupro-nickel or nickel-bonded steel as actually being worth 25 cents. There is 
no intrinsic value only the promise of our government to honour the item for its stated value. 


Militia button money is a classic example of one of the ways Canadians came to 
cope commercially in a young and developing nation.

| With only $5,000, in April 1981, Harrison and his wife and three sons moved to Las Vegas, where 
he opened Gold & Silver Coin Shop in a 300 square foot shop at 1501 Las Vegas Boulevard. In 1986 
he relocated the business to a larger building at 413 Fremont Street. In 1987 he obtained a license 

| to buy and sell second-hand goods. When the lease expired in 1988, Harrison and his son Rick 
founded what would become the World Famous Gold & Silver Pawn Shop at 713 Las Vegas 
Boulevard South, located less than two miles from the Las Vegas Strip. The most common item 
brought into the store is jewelry. As of July 2011, the store has 12,000 items in its inventory, 5,000 
of which are typically held on pawn. According to episodes of Pawn Stars, Harrison is the first to 
arrive at the shop in the morning, and has not had a sick day since 1994.

Quintera Mining Company Ltd.! 


This is a 1905 Mexican Quintera Mining Company Ltd. counter-stamped 
“Good For 100” token in a wearable bezel with clear plastic windows. The 
Quintera Mining Company (QMC) operated from before 1905 until at 
least 1909 — University of California, Berkeley, have Quintera Mining 
Company records going back to at least 1880. Silver Pursuit Resources 
Ltd. now mines the QMC properties (2012). “In 1683, they discovered epi- 
thermal-type vein mineralizations at [the mining camps] La Aduana and 
Mina Nuevas,” President and CEO Adrian Robertson relates (Sept. 2012). 
“And they worked along that trend. I think there’s over a dozen different 
discrete mine workings along that trend that are within our claim bound- 
ary.” However, there is conflicting information in the reference books as to 
just where QMC was located. In the older Grove book cited below it says 
the mine was in Chiapas State in the South, down by the border with Gua- 
temala. But in the Rulau book it says that the mine was located 10 miles 
West of the mining centre of Alamos. And the token is listed under the 
City of Aduana, both of which are in Sonora State. But, Aduana is in 
North Sonora near the U.S. border and Alamos is in the Southern part of 
Sonora! See map herein. So who knows, or maybe the company had multiple 
locations 


The token weighs 13.65 grams, is 42x34 millimeter, brass. Tokens of Mexico by 
Frank W. Grove #1735, and Latin American Tokens by Russell Rulau #Son 2 ref- 
erence the obverse: Gold Miner with Pick and Shovel walking left. In a dotted 
border on an octagonal flan, and bull; Bovine Head counter-stamp, and bull; 
L.H. MOISE Co. S.F. at bottom (very weakly struck). The Bovine or Bulls Head 
(Grove) or Cows Head (Rulau) counter-stamp or counter-mark is noted in both 
books and Rulau says it could signify use on ranches owned by the mining enter- 
prise. L. H. Moise and Company of San Francisco was a famous token manufac- 
tured in the late 1800s and early 1900s. The reverse: QUINTERA and bull; MG 
and bull; CO LD and bull; 100 and bull; all in dotted borders on an octagonal 
flan.
